They also slaughtered superannuated 
draught cattle, whose flanks and quar- 
ters were Invariably full of small sacs 
and cysts. He Icnew of no chemically 
preserved meat issued to the army, and 
he warmly commended all the American 
be«f given am troops in Porto Rico. 
Colonel Sharp thought the loss of the 
spoiled beef which has been in question 
fell to the contractor and not to the gov- 
ernment.

"This sympathy is not confined to the 


government, but is equally shared by 
popular opinion, which has been strik- 
ingly manifested by the numerous res- 
olution? adopted by public meetings and 
societies. 
There are, indeed, few na- 


tions, if any, which both on ground of 
feeling and interest are more concerned 
in the maintenance of general peace 
than Great Britain. 
The statements 


which 
constitute the grounds of the ' 


emperor's pioposal are taut too well justi- 
fied. 
It is unfortunately true tha.t, 


whila a desire for the maintenance of 
peace is generally professed, and while 
in fact, serious and successful efforts 
on more than one recent oocaaiorj have 
lipen made with that object by ihe great 
powers, there has been a coubtant ten- 
dency on the part of almost every nation 
to incifrase its armed force, and add to 
the already vast expenditure on the ap- 
pliancpo: of war. 


"The perfection of the instruments 


j thus brought into use, their extreme 
i costliness and the horrible carnage and 


destruction which would ensue from 
their employment on a large sca.le, have 
acted no doubt, as a serious deterrent 
from war, but the burdens imposed on 
the populations affected must, if pro- 
longed, produce a feeling of unrest and 
discontent, menacing to both internal 
and external tranquility. 
Her ma- 


jesty's government will gladly co-oper- 
ate with the proposed efforts to provide 
a remedy for the evil, and, ii' in any de 
grne it sucrcods, they fpel that the aov 
creig-n to whose,suggestion it is due wi 
have richly earned the gratitude of tli 
world at lai'ge."

They also slaughtered superannuated 
draught cattle, whose flanks and quar- 
ters were Invariably full of small sacs 
and cysts.

popular opinion, which has been strik- 
ingly manifested by the numerous res- 
olution? adopted by public meetings and 
societies. 
There are, indeed, few na- 


tions, if any, which both on ground of 
feeling and interest are more concerned 
in the maintenance of general peace 
than Great Britain. 
The statements 


which 
constitute the grounds of the ' 


emperor's pioposal are taut too well justi- 
fied. 
It is unfortunately true tha.t, 


whila a desire for the maintenance of 
peace is generally professed, and while 
in fact, serious and successful efforts 
on more than one recent oocaaiorj have 
lipen made with that object by ihe great 
powers, there has been a coubtant ten- 
dency on the part of almost every nation 
to incifrase its armed force, and add to 
the already vast expenditure on the ap- 
pliancpo: of war. 


"The perfection of the instruments 


j thus brought into use, their extreme 
i costliness and the horrible carnage and 


destruction which would ensue from 
their employment on a large sca.le, have 
acted no doubt, as a serious deterrent 
from war, but the burdens imposed on 
the populations affected must, if pro- 
longed, produce a feeling of unrest and 
discontent, menacing to both internal 
and external tranquility. 
Her ma- 


jesty's government will gladly co-oper- 
ate with the proposed efforts to provide 
a remedy for the evil, and, ii' in any de 
grne it sucrcods, they fpel that the aov 
creig-n to whose,suggestion it is due wi 
have richly earned the gratitude of tli 
world at lai'ge."

He Like* Fnriuln* Much Better Than 


Bothering With Affair* of Stnte 
anil Mukei More of m. SUCCCM of the 
Koruer Too. 


The young Jrhedive of Egypt 1* ono of 


(ho interesting rulers of tho day, not be- 
ttiuso of his power or activity, but because 
of his helplessness iind inactivity. With 
the Englibii occupation of 'Egypt stronger 
than befon, the khcdlve is more of a 
figurehead tnan ever. Tho battle ot Oindur- 
ivan, far from hastening the time when 
England intends to quit) the land of an- 
clout Phnraoh, hits postponed that date 
Indefinitely. 


A yery difficult position Is that ,of the 


swarthy young man who is allowed to 
play at reigning at Cairo. The khedivo is 
an oriental ruler with Mohnnuuedtin sub- 
jects, and he Is perpetually being forced to 
assent to transactions which are the out- 
con: o ot Chiistian influence, and whiSh 
consequently rouse the ire ot the most 
fanatical of his subjects, who openly ac- 
oUbB him of pandering to English rulo. 
On the other hand, the .English residents 
gay exactly tho reverse and quoto chapter 
and verse to justify their opinions 
Be- 


tween these two stpols he is perpetually 
falling. It would be impossible todootli- 
erwiso, for e^ery action of any importance 
he takes muse of course offend one side or 
th'j other. 


It i.s impossible, therefore, not to feel a 


certain amount of sympathy wjtb a young 
ruler trying to fill a position which has 
been so surrounded with pitfalls. 


Thf! khodive may be suid to load two 


very distinct lives—the one in the purely 
gratification of natural tastes, the other 
being in conformity to that destiny which 
made him the heir to the position which 
his father and gracdfather had occupied 
before him. Tho first ho loads as a farmer 
and breeder in his fields and stables at 
Koubbeh and the other when in uui- 
'arm he transacts state business at his 
official residence, Abdeen palace, in Cairo. 


Koubbeh palace was builfc by Tewflk 


Pasha, the present kheclive's father. It is 
situated sniue three or four miles outside 
Cairo, on the road to Hcliopolis. 
1C is 


called a palace, but Jn its appearance and 
surroundings it more nearly resembles a 
large English country house than any of 
the other residences in Egypt belonging to 
tho kbedivial family, and the 
Ufa the 


khedive leads at Koubbeh conforms to his 
environment there, for it is simply that of 
a hardworking country gentleman who

farms his own land. In this way he finds 
relaxation from the worries that attend 
his life at Abdeen palace, and, with a sim- 
plicity which is rare among orieiital rulers, 
by taste and inclination he is known to 
be prouder of being lord of the manor of 
Koubbeh than khedive of Egpyt. 


The khedive is often accused of Indo- 


lence, but no charge could possibly be 
made which would go wider of the irark. 
When the'work he does at Abdeen, which 
is laborious i»i the extreme, is taken into 
consideration, the work he does at Koub- 
beh becomes surprising. 


The thoroughness with which the khe- 


dive does this work of supervision and the 
results he attains by putting his heart and 
soul into ic are shown by the fact that the 
farm is made to pay. 


A great deal of his work at the capital 


is, of course, ceremonial, but much of it 
must be more trying and exhausting than 
many forms of manual labor. Besides the 
reports continually arriving from the 
various departments, which have to be 
read and their contents mastered, foreign 
consuls have to be seen, and visitors from 
other countries, who come properly vouched 
for by the representatives of their respec- 
tive governments, have to be given audi- 
ences, at which a few appropriate and 
courteous words must be exchanged. 
Thcu come men who view things from a 
totally different standpoint—deputations 
fioni tho mosques, from the bazaars, or 
Eheiks from soine influential tribes of 
Bedouins, who cull to pny their respects 
to the young ruler of the country. All 
these men have to be spoken to with tact 
and with a previously acquired knowledge 
of tho subjects which interest them. 


The Khedive is a great lover of animals, 


especially of horses, and bis stud farm ia 
by far the best in Egypt There aro about 
60 inures, the "majority of .them being 
Arabs. 
The horses used for carriage pur- 


poses aro Austrian and a few are English 
bred. 
In one stall is the famous stallion 


Silverstreak, which tho late Colonel North 
presented to bis highness, and in another 
is an Arab of tho purest breed, ono of a 
pnir sent to Koubbeh by the sultan. 
At 


ibo back of thu stables there ts a dairy 
term, modeled on English lines and hav- 
ing all the necessary utensils. 


In the camel stnblos there are 176 ani- 


luals, and tlm khedive is always trying to 
encourage his subjects to give attention 
to camel breeding, for lie quite appreciates 
the utility of these ungainly quad) upeds 
and knows how roncorially they add to 
and create the prosperity of the follahin 
portion of the population. 
These camels 


aro used by tho Khedive on his excursions 
into the desert. Ilis guards are mounted 
un them, and he keeps in bis pay a camel 
band, which accompanies him on such oc- 
casions. 


Tho land around Koubbeh ia kept In a 


high state of cultivation, and the magnifi- 
cent crops cultivated thereon are tho very 
bust samples of the products of varioun 
kinds which can be raised in Egypt. But 
perhaps tho khedlve'fl private work \s seen 
tit its best when the .village of Koubbeh is 
inspected. It is a perfect model of what 
an Egyptian village should bo and as an 
object lesson should bo seen ai>c> studied 
by every pashn arid sheik .in the country. 


So you see tho khetlivo is a busy mon- 


arch if not a vowerjul r,u]er.

The young Jrhedive of Egypt 1* ono of 


(ho interesting rulers of tho day, not be- 
ttiuso of his power or activity, but because 
of his helplessness iind inactivity. With 
the Englibii occupation of 'Egypt stronger 
than befon, the khcdlve is more of a 
figurehead tnan ever. Tho battle ot Oindur- 
ivan, far from hastening the time when 
England intends to quit) the land of an- 
clout Phnraoh, hits postponed that date 
Indefinitely. 


A yery difficult position Is that ,of the 


swarthy young man who is allowed to 
play at reigning at Cairo. The khedivo is 
an oriental ruler with Mohnnuuedtin sub- 
jects, and he Is perpetually being forced to 
assent to transactions which are the out- 
con: o ot Chiistian influence, and whiSh 
consequently rouse the ire ot the most 
fanatical of his subjects, who openly ac- 
oUbB him of pandering to English rulo. 
On the other hand, the .English residents 
gay exactly tho reverse and quoto chapter 
and verse to justify their opinions 
Be- 


tween these two stpols he is perpetually 
falling. It would be impossible todootli- 
erwiso, for e^ery action of any importance 
he takes muse of course offend one side or 
th'j other. 


It i.s impossible, therefore, not to feel a 


certain amount of sympathy wjtb a young 
ruler trying to fill a position which has 
been so surrounded with pitfalls. 


Thf! khodive may be suid to load two 


very distinct lives—the one in the purely 
gratification of natural tastes, the other 
being in conformity to that destiny which 
made him the heir to the position which 
his father and gracdfather had occupied 
before him. Tho first ho loads as a farmer 
and breeder in his fields and stables at 
Koubbeh and the other when in uui- 
'arm he transacts state business at his 
official residence, Abdeen palace, in Cairo. 


Koubbeh palace was builfc by Tewflk 


Pasha, the present kheclive's father. It is 
situated sniue three or four miles outside 
Cairo, on the road to Hcliopolis.

the other residences in Egypt belonging to

farms his own land. In this way he finds 
relaxation from the worries that attend 
his life at Abdeen palace, and, with a sim- 
plicity which is rare among orieiital rulers, 
by taste and inclination he is known to 
be prouder of being lord of the manor of 
Koubbeh than khedive of Egpyt. 


The khedive is often accused of Indo- 


lence, but no charge could possibly be 
made which would go wider of the irark. 
When the'work he does at Abdeen, which 
is laborious i»i the extreme, is taken into 
consideration, the work he does at Koub- 
beh becomes surprising. 


The thoroughness with which the khe- 


dive does this work of supervision and the 
results he attains by putting his heart and 
soul into ic are shown by the fact that the 
farm is made to pay. 


A great deal of his work at the capital 


is, of course, ceremonial, but much of it 
must be more trying and exhausting than 
many forms of manual labor. Besides the 
reports continually arriving from the 
various departments, which have to be 
read and their contents mastered, foreign 
consuls have to be seen, and visitors from 
other countries, who come properly vouched 
for by the representatives of their respec- 
tive governments, have to be given audi- 
ences, at which a few appropriate and 
courteous words must be exchanged. 
Thcu come men who view things from a 
totally different standpoint—deputations 
fioni tho mosques, from the bazaars, or 
Eheiks from soine influential tribes of 
Bedouins, who cull to pny their respects 
to the young ruler of the country. All 
these men have to be spoken to with tact 
and with a previously acquired knowledge 
of tho subjects which interest them. 


The Khedive is a great lover of animals, 


especially of horses, and bis stud farm ia 
by far the best in Egypt There aro about 
60 inures, the "majority of .them being 
Arabs. 
The horses used for carriage pur- 


poses aro Austrian and a few are English 
bred. 
In one stall is the famous stallion 


Silverstreak, which tho late Colonel North 
presented to bis highness, and in another 
is an Arab of tho purest breed, ono of a 
pnir sent to Koubbeh by the sultan. 
At 


ibo back of thu stables there ts a dairy 
term, modeled on English lines and hav- 
ing all the necessary utensils. 


In the camel stnblos there are 176 ani- 


luals, and tlm khedive is always trying to 
encourage his subjects to give attention 
to camel breeding, for lie quite appreciates 
the utility of these ungainly quad) upeds 
and knows how roncorially they add to 
and create the prosperity of the follahin 
portion of the population. 
These camels 


aro used by tho Khedive on his excursions 
into the desert. Ilis guards are mounted 
un them, and he keeps in bis pay a camel 
band, which accompanies him on such oc- 
casions. 


Tho land around Koubbeh ia kept In a 


high state of cultivation, and the magnifi- 
cent crops cultivated thereon are tho very 
bust samples of the products of varioun 
kinds which can be raised in Egypt. But 
perhaps tho khedlve'fl private work \s seen 
tit its best when the .village of Koubbeh is 
inspected. It is a perfect model of what 
an Egyptian village should bo and as an 
object lesson should bo seen ai>c> studied 
by every pashn arid sheik .in the country. 


So you see tho khetlivo is a busy mon- 


arch if not a vowerjul r,u]er.

n the Philippines, since no excesses on 
their part would be tolerated by tha 
United States, the president having de- 
clared that hostilities with Spain were 
to be carriefl on in strict conformity with 
che principles of civilized warfare. Mr. 
Pratt stated that to this injunction 
Aguinaldo grave his full assent. Mr. 
Pratt also stated that Aguinaldo ex- 
pressed the hope that "the United States 
would assume protection over the Philip- 
pines for at least long enough to allow 
the Inhabitants to establish a govern- 
ment of their own, In the organization 
of which he would desire American ad- 
vice and assistance." 


Writing on June 16 to Mr. Pratt, Sec- 


retary Day said: "This government has 
known the Philippine insurgents only as 
discontented subjects of Spain and is 
not acquainted with their purposes. The 
United States, in enteringupon the occu- 
pation of the Islands, as a result of its 


. military operations in that quarter, will 
ramuy, I do so In the exercise of the rtgnts which 


from the Inhabitants, without regard to 
their former attitude toward the Span- 
ish government, that obedience which 
will be lawfully due from them." 


In reply Mr. Pratt repeated his as- 


surance that he has used due precaution 
in dealing with the Philippine leaders. 


Included in General Merrill's testi- 


mony was a statement from Admiral 
Dewey, in which he spoke of the natives 
of Luzon as gentle and docile, and said 
of them that "under just laws and with 
the benefits of popular education they 
would make good citizens."

ESQUE PAST.

OMAHA, Oei 8.—One of the moat 


novel and at the same timt the most 
interesting features of the Tranimiaiie- 
sippi international exposition at Omaha 
is thft'great assembly of Indiana. This 
instructive ethnological exhibition was 
made possible by a grant of $40,000 
made by congress for this very desirable 
object. Situated in the heart of the 
American Union, Omaha ia within easy 
reach of all the remaining great Indian 
reservations, and it has been possible, 
at a comparatively slight expense, to 
gather here representative* of all the 
North American Indian tribes, 


Such a representative assembly of In- 


dians was uever held before and, it is 
quite safe to predict, -will never be held 
again. Slowly, bnt surely, the remnants 
of the aboriginal inhabitants of this 
continent are disappearing from the 
faoe of the earth. The planes that once 
knew them will soon know them no 
more forever unless under widely dif- 
ferent circumstances and totally bereft 
of those salient features and character- 
istics wbioh kept them BO distinct from 
the rest of tihe population. 


To the merely curious observer this 


exhibition of the red men posing as sav- 
ages oanuot fail to be gratifying, but to

other ireans of securing diversity with a 
plain bodice is to wear over it a sort of 
fichu, which may be draped In many dif- 
ferent ways.

the ethnologists and students of human 
nature ic is both pleasing and instruct- 
ive. 
The spectacular and theatrical 


character of the display detracts from 
its educative value to a certain extent. 
There ia scrcething pathetic and at tha 
same time comical in educated Indians 
from the reservation schools, bepainted 
and bedizened, aa if in search of pale- 
face scalps, disporting themselves to 
grace the country folks' holiday, but H. 
ia all intensely realistic, and there are a 
sufficient number of real savages among 
the Indians present to save the show 
from tameness. 


No attempt was made oa the part of 


the government to force the Indians to 
leave their homes to attend the exposi- 
tion. Persuasion alone was used, and 
their coming was entirely voluntary. 
Some of them left the reBervatioiis with 
many misgivings. They con.'d not for- 
get how they had been moved about, 
whether they would or not, in the past, 
and some of them were so foolish that 
they feared they would have to renew 
the old tribal feuds and fight again the 
battle of their ancestors. One of them, 
after arriving in Omaha and finding his 
foars groundless, dictated tho following 
letter to be addressed to his squaw in 
Arizona: "Am here all right. Not 
afraid any more. See fiVe new tribes 
never saw bafore. Won't have to fight 
other Indians. Having good time. Like 
it all right." 


When the Indian congress, as it ia 


generally called, v:as formally opened 
Aug. 4, delegations from 35 tribes were 
camped on the grounds, aggregating 500 
Indians. Many more have arrived since 
then, and the popularity of the Indian 
features of the exposition has been fully 
demonstrated by the large numbers at- 
tracted bytbeui. 


A most interesting feature of the 


opening cpremr.aieswas a parade of 150 
Indian children mounted on ponies and 
gandily piiintid and costumed. They 
afterward took part in a flag raisir/g. 
As the stars and stripes ascended the 
pole the band from the Indian school at 
Flandrean, S. D., played the "Star 
Spangled Banner," arid the flag was 
cheered with p. hearty good will by all 
present at the ceremonv. 


A parade of older Indians followed, 


accompanied by an Indian band of 20 
instrument". Their apparel was pictur- 
esque and gaudy iii the extreme. Faint, 
feathers and blankets formed the basis 
of most of tbe costumes. 


Since then it has bcci: possible for 


the visitors to the exposition to famil- 
iarize themselves with tbe Indians, not 
only as they live when at their homes, 
bnt also with tbem as they lived in by- 
gone years, before contact with the 
whites had introduced rbauges among 
them. They can see them engaged in 
their war and other dances, which had 
been in vogue among them from time 
immetunrial; at their fusfivaJs, illus- 
trating the religions and social rites of 
the American Indians, and see them 
also in the occupations and duties which 
devolve upon them as fathers and 
mothers and as members of tribal or- 
ganizations. 


The beat known of all tho tribes «t 


tbo congress are the Sioux iind Apaches, 
the very name of either bringing np 
memories of battles and other days 
when these braves were such a menace 
to the frontiersman and before whom 
many other Indian tribes were power- 
less. 
• Tl)« prairie Sioux are in attendance 
from four reservations. They are erect, 
well developed, magnificent «pt cirnetia 
of manhood aud are distinguished by 
the perfect aquiline nose, high cheek 
bones aud prominent jaws. Twenty-one 
of the wildest Apaches in the United 
State* from San Carlos, A. T, are 


Damped in tem fioic wickiups. 
At 


though apparently pearvf';lly eu(n:r;ii 
inclined now, thFJ'o is a menacing look 
in their wild eyes that would rualiG 
those no1-at all timid disinclined to meet 
them iintsirte tbe exposition gates. Ono 
of tho exposition guards, whose heat Hea 
near tb« Indian grounds, bears evidence 
on bit person of these cruel A parties. 
While in the Indian military service he 
had been scalped and left for dead by 
these picturesque savagfe, and it is 
needless to gay that he does not regard 
tbem Y£i.th nny opeciel favor. 
. 


It won in ue a mistake to imagine 


that all female Indiana are plain and 
unattractive. When yonug, many are 
remarkably pretty, the half breeds con- 
fpicnonilyso. An Asuiniboin girl from 
Montana, the daughter of Wit-Sit, a 
chief, ie not only pretty and interesting, 
bat she is well educated, too, and 
fjpenka English perfectly. Her father i* 
«h:o present He is distinguished prin- 
cipally for a very large blaok pipe, 
which he is constantly smoking. This 
is a sort of emblem of authority and 
con only be smoked by tho head man or 
leader of the tribe. The Missouri river 
flows through the Assiuiboin reserva- 
tion, and stock raising is their chief oc- 
cupation. 


There is also a delegation from tho 


interesting agricultural tribe of Foxes 
in Iowa. For 48 years the Foxes Jived 
in the center of a civilized community, 
bnt aJl attempts to civilize them failed, 
and it was only four years ago that 
they came under government control. 
For 125 years they have been peaceful, 
conservative Indians and adhered to 
their own customs and modes of living. 
One of the most interesting of the Foxes 
is Squaw Poose, the interpreter, who 
wears a G. A. R. emblem and draws a 
pension. He fought with the whites 
against tha Sioux and is proud of relat- 
ing his doings and adventures in this 
campaigning. 


Twenty-five Cheyennes and Arapa- 


hoei, two distinct tribes from Okla- 
homa, are delegates to the Indian con- 
gress. They ate famous in the history 
of the Indian wars and were brave and 
fierce in battle. There are also repre- 
sentatives of the Nnvajoes, Pueblos and 
Iroquois fron? the southwest, Southern 
TJtas from Colorado, Osagee from In- 
dian Territory, Crows from Montana, 
Nez Forces from Montana, Unatillna 
from Oregon, Yakimas from Washing- 
ton and North era Cheyennes from Rein- 
deer agency, Montana. Tha North Chey- 
ennes are among the wildest Indians 
known and were the last to lay down 
their arms. 


Captain W. A. Mercsr, U, S. A., 


has complete supervision and charge of 
the Indian congress. He ie acting agent 
of the Omaha reservation and was spe- 
cially detailed to establish and superin- 
tend the government's Indian exhibit at 
the exposition. J. B. Wise, a clerk in 
the Indian office at Washington, is Cap- 
tain Mercer's assistant. He stated the 
other day that the congress of Indians 
was a great success. The largest item of 
expense so far, he says, has been for 
transportation, which has cost nearly 
the whole amount of tbe appropriation 
of |40,000. 


About a score of men ere employed 


to look after the Indians' interests, in 
addition to tho guards at the gates. All 
these men have bean accustomed to the 
red men for years, aud some have a 
tinge of aboriginal blood in their veins. 
One of the guards, known as Rattlesnake 
Fete, mild of aspect and gentle of man- 
ner, must, I think, be badly maligned 
by the preis to his Christian name. 


In feeding the Indians at tbe exposi- 


tion the ration system has been adopted. 
Five days' rations are issued at once, 
and f t first, Indianlike, many of them 
ate the whole supply at once and clam- 
ored for more. Accompanied by guides, 
the Indians are taken around the exposi- 
tion grenade in squads and enjoy the 
sights keenly, the fireworks especially, 
though they were frightened at first by 
the bombs. 


It is strange to witness the polite for- 


mality of the Indians in exchanging 
civilities. For instance, when the Sioux 
pay an eaily call on the Arapahoes the 
visitors, dressed with great care, march 
to the Arapahoe village, singing as they 
advance. The Arapahoes meet them with 
a song of welcome. Formal handshak- 
ing and an exchange of gifts follow, and 
peace is declared between the two tribes. 


One of the best things about this In- 


dian congress is that it brought repre- 
sentatives of all the tribes of North 
American Indians together and gave the 
ethnologist and sociologist an opportu- 
nity for study and comparison never en- 
joyed before. Though, of course, con-

verging to a cent -non type, the various 
tribes display points of contrast in other 
respects besides tboir diverse dialects.

OMAHA, Oei 8.—One of the moat 


novel and at the same timt the most 
interesting features of the Tranimiaiie- 
sippi international exposition at Omaha 
is thft'great assembly of Indiana. This 
instructive ethnological exhibition was 
made possible by a grant of $40,000 
made by congress for this very desirable 
object. Situated in the heart of the 
American Union, Omaha ia within easy 
reach of all the remaining great Indian 
reservations, and it has been possible, 
at a comparatively slight expense, to 
gather here representative* of all the 
North American Indian tribes, 


Such a representative assembly of In- 


dians was uever held before and, it is 
quite safe to predict, -will never be held 
again. Slowly, bnt surely, the remnants 
of the aboriginal inhabitants of this 
continent are disappearing from the 
faoe of the earth. The planes that once 
knew them will soon know them no 
more forever unless under widely dif- 
ferent circumstances and totally bereft 
of those salient features and character- 
istics wbioh kept them BO distinct from 
the rest of tihe population.

INDIAN GHOST OANCE. 


the ethnologists and students of human 
nature ic is both pleasing and instruct- 
ive. 
The spectacular and theatrical 


character of the display detracts from 
its educative value to a certain extent. 
There ia scrcething pathetic and at tha 
same time comical in educated Indians 
from the reservation schools, bepainted 
and bedizened, aa if in search of pale- 
face scalps, disporting themselves to 
grace the country folks' holiday, but H. 
ia all intensely realistic, and there are a 
sufficient number of real savages among 
the Indians present to save the show 
from tameness. 


No attempt was made oa the part of 


the government to force the Indians to 
leave their homes to attend the exposi- 
tion. Persuasion alone was used, and 
their coming was entirely voluntary. 
Some of them left the reBervatioiis with 
many misgivings. They con.'d not for- 
get how they had been moved about, 
whether they would or not, in the past, 
and some of them were so foolish that 
they feared they would have to renew 
the old tribal feuds and fight again the 
battle of their ancestors. One of them, 
after arriving in Omaha and finding his 
foars groundless, dictated tho following 
letter to be addressed to his squaw in 
Arizona: "Am here all right. Not 
afraid any more. See fiVe new tribes 
never saw bafore. Won't have to fight 
other Indians. Having good time. Like 
it all right." 


When the Indian congress, as it ia 


generally called, v:as formally opened 
Aug. 4, delegations from 35 tribes were 
camped on the grounds, aggregating 500 
Indians. Many more have arrived since 
then, and the popularity of the Indian 
features of the exposition has been fully 
demonstrated by the large numbers at- 
tracted bytbeui. 


A most interesting feature of the 


opening cpremr.aieswas a parade of 150 
Indian children mounted on ponies and 
gandily piiintid and costumed. They 
afterward took part in a flag raisir/g. 
As the stars and stripes ascended the 
pole the band from the Indian school at 
Flandrean, S. D., played the "Star 
Spangled Banner," arid the flag was 
cheered with p. hearty good will by all 
present at the ceremonv. 


A parade of older Indians followed, 


accompanied by an Indian band of 20 
instrument". Their apparel was pictur- 
esque and gaudy iii the extreme. Faint, 
feathers and blankets formed the basis 
of most of tbe costumes. 


Since then it has bcci: possible for 


the visitors to the exposition to famil- 
iarize themselves with tbe Indians, not 
only as they live when at their homes, 
bnt also with tbem as they lived in by- 
gone years, before contact with the 
whites had introduced rbauges among 
them. They can see them engaged in 
their war and other dances, which had 
been in vogue among them from time 
immetunrial; at their fusfivaJs, illus- 
trating the religions and social rites of 
the American Indians, and see them 
also in the occupations and duties which 
devolve upon them as fathers and 
mothers and as members of tribal or- 
ganizations. 


The beat known of all tho tribes «t 


tbo congress are the Sioux iind Apaches, 
the very name of either bringing np 
memories of battles and other days 
when these braves were such a menace 
to the frontiersman and before whom 
many other Indian tribes were power- 
less. 
• Tl)« prairie Sioux are in attendance 
from four reservations. They are erect, 
well developed, magnificent «pt cirnetia 
of manhood aud are distinguished by 
the perfect aquiline nose, high cheek 
bones aud prominent jaws. Twenty-one 
of the wildest Apaches in the United 
State* from San Carlos, A. T, are

though apparently pearvf';lly eu(n:r;ii 
inclined now, thFJ'o is a menacing look 
in their wild eyes that would rualiG 
those no1-at all timid disinclined to meet 
them iintsirte tbe exposition gates. Ono 
of tho exposition guards, whose heat Hea 
near tb« Indian grounds, bears evidence 
on bit person of these cruel A parties. 
While in the Indian military service he 
had been scalped and left for dead by 
these picturesque savagfe, and it is 
needless to gay that he does not regard 
tbem Y£i.th nny opeciel favor. 
. 


It won in ue a mistake to imagine 


that all female Indiana are plain and 
unattractive. When yonng, many are 
remarkably pretty, the half breeds con- 
fpicnonilyso. An Asuiniboin girl from 
Montana, the daughter of Wit-Sit, a 
chief, ie not only pretty and interesting, 
bat she is well educated, too, and 
fjpenka English perfectly. Her father i* 
«h:o present He is distinguished prin- 
cipally for a very large blaok pipe, 
which he is constantly smoking. This 
is a sort of emblem of authority and 
con only be smoked by tho head man or 
leader of the tribe. The Missouri river 
flows through the Assiuiboin reserva- 
tion, and stock raising is their chief oc- 
cupation. 


There is also a delegation from tho 


interesting agricultural tribe of Foxes 
in Iowa. For 48 years the Foxes Jived 
in the center of a civilized community, 
bnt aJl attempts to civilize them failed, 
and it was only four years ago that 
they came under government control. 
For 125 years they have been peaceful, 
conservative Indians and adhered to 
their own customs and modes of living. 
One of the most interesting of the Foxes 
is Squaw Poose, the interpreter, who 
wears a G. A. R. emblem and draws a 
pension. He fought with the whites 
against tha Sioux and is proud of relat- 
ing his doings and adventures in this 
campaigning. 


Twenty-five Cheyennes and Arapa- 


hoei, two distinct tribes from Okla- 
homa, are delegates to the Indian con- 
gress. They ate famous in the history 
of the Indian wars and were brave and 
fierce in battle. There are also repre- 
sentatives of the Nnvajoes, Pueblos and 
Iroquois fron? the southwest, Southern 
TJtas from Colorado, Osagee from In- 
dian Territory, Crows from Montana, 
Nez Forces from Montana, Unatillna 
from Oregon, Yakimas from Washing- 
ton and North era Cheyennes from Rein- 
deer agency, Montana. Tha North Chey- 
ennes are among the wildest Indians 
known and were the last to lay down 
their arms. 


Captain W. A. Mercsr, U, S. A., 


has complete supervision and charge of 
the Indian congress. He ie acting agent 
of the Omaha reservation and was spe- 
cially detailed to establish and superin- 
tend the government's Indian exhibit at 
the exposition. J. B. Wise, a clerk in 
the Indian office at Washington, is Cap- 
tain Mercer's assistant. He stated the 
other day that the congress of Indians 
was a great success. The largest item of 
expense so far, he says, has been for 
transportation, which has cost nearly 
the whole amount of tbe appropriation 
of |40,000. 


About a score of men ere employed 


to look after the Indians' interests, in 
addition to tho guards at the gates. All 
these men have bean accustomed to the 
red men for years, aud some have a 
tinge of aboriginal blood in their veins. 
One of the guards, known as Rattlesnake 
Fete, mild of aspect and gentle of man- 
ner, must, I think, be badly maligned 
by the preis to his Christian name. 


In feeding the Indians at tbe exposi- 


tion the ration system has been adopted. 
Five days' rations are issued at once, 
and f t first, Indianlike, many of them 
ate the whole supply at once and clam- 
ored for more. Accompanied by guides, 
the Indians are taken around the exposi- 
tion grenade in squads and enjoy the 
sights keenly, the fireworks especially, 
though they were frightened at first by 
the bombs. 


It is strange to witness the polite for- 


mality of the Indians in exchanging 
civilities. For instance, when the Sioux 
pay an eaily call on the Arapahoes the 
visitors, dressed with great care, march 
to the Arapahoe village, singing as they 
advance. The Arapahoes meet them with 
a song of welcome. Formal handshak- 
ing and an exchange of gifts follow, and 
peace is declared between the two tribes. 


One of the best things about this In- 


dian congress is that it brought repre- 
sentatives of all the tribes of North 
American Indians together and gave the 
ethnologist and sociologist an opportu- 
nity for study and comparison never en- 
joyed before. Though, of course, con-

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ANY strange peoples will come 


under the protection of the 
stars and stripes if Uncle 
Sam's commissioners, now in 
Paris negotiating a treaty of 


peace with Spain, shall decide to re- 
tain possession of the Philippine is- 
lands. Not only will the United States 
have to take under its wing some of the 
most peculiar beings that live, but some 
vrho have sailed under the black flag of 
the pirates whose depredations in that 
section of the world are only equaled 
by those of the freebooters who once 
infested the Spanish main. The inhab- 
itants of these islands, which occupy a 
large space in the eastern seas, are 
composed of many different tribes and 
mixed races. While little is known of 
the history of the people found there 
by the Spanish explorers it is believed 
that they were negroes, small in stat- 
ure, but very powerful. Now nearly 
every race or kind of people can be 
found there, from the civilized white 
man, to the savage whose traits and 
characteristics are similar to the abo- 
rigines. The islands, more than 1,200 in 
number, are situated near the main- 
land of China, Siam and the Malay pen- 
insula, while to the south and east are 
the islands of Java, Sumatra, New 
Guinea and Borneo, from which flocked 
adventurers and the lower class of 
criminals and desperadoes in search of 
riches that were supposed to be stored 
in abundance in the hills and mountains 
of the Philippines. These people not 
only pillaged the natives within the 
borders of their land, but sent out pi- 
rates from their shores to prey upon 
the merchant marine of the surround- 
ing country. 


It may be said that there was little 


work other than piracy among the 
tribes people at that time, and from 
what can Be learned of them they also 
seized each other's vessels and destroy- 
ed each, other's property. The islands 
have been the center of piracy ever 
since they were known, and records 
show that the deeds of desperate dar- 
ing committed by some of the chiefs or 
kings were only equaled by the famous 
Black Flags of China (some of whose 
-members and descendants are supposed 
to have emigrated to the islands), the 
pirates of the Barbary states on the 
north coast of Africa and those of the 
Spanish main. 


The Spaniards under Magellan dis- 


covered the islands in the early part of 
,the sixteenth century. In 1565 they 
.started to establish colonies and con- 
quer the natives. Their struggle to get.^n that section of the world,-as had bsen > 
control is so well known that it would 
be .useless to chronicle it here. For 
more than three centuries Spain has 
been fighting to get rid of the pirates 
and subdue the natives of that section 
of the world, and now that her nominal 
sovereignty at least over some of them 
is to cease it may be truthfully stated 
that -many of the trifes, 
especially 


those in Mindanao, Tawi Tawi and 
some of the smaller islands are as in- 
dependent of Spanish rule today as 
they were when Magellan first set foot 
on Zebu, the first of the group to be dis- 
covered. 


There are nine large and more than 


1,200 small islands. The large ones are 
Luzon, Panay, Zebu, Leyte, Bohol, Ne- 
gros, Eamar, Mindanao and Mindoro. 
There are nearly as many different 
tribes as there are islands. The Chi- 
nese and Malays next to the, native 
Tagals and Visayas predominate. Wild 
Malay tribes, from whom sprung some 
9t the early pirates, are found in large 


numbers in the islands of Luzon, Ne- 
gros and Mindanao and in the moun- 
tain regions of Panay and Samar. The 
tribes in Basilan, Sulu and Tawi Tawi 
are independent and control the Interior 
of those islands, while Spain, until re- 
cently, held the coast. 


In the early part of Spain's rule she 


was given most trouble by the Tagals, 
in the northern, and the Visayas, in 
the middle islands. They not only de- 
stroyed her peace on land, but fitted 
out craft to seize her ships, plunder 
them and send the crews captured into 
the strongholds of the pirates to be con- 
demned to death or slavery. After 
many years of struggling Spain suc- 
ceeded in nominally conquering these 
tribes. This, however, did not insure 
peace, for no sooner had these been 
brought into apparent subjection than 
the Moros, as the Spaniards called the 
tribes in the southern islands, began op- 
erations. They were not alone in their 
attacks. 
Several Chinese fleets at- 


tempted to take Manila, The most dar- 
ing of the pirates were those that came 
from Sulu and Mindanao. They carried 
their deeds of destruction and pillage 
to the very doors of the Spanish strong- 
holds, and they have never been con- 
quered. Piracy was exterminated from 
the northern islands of the group, but it 
continued with telling- effect in those of 
the south, \vhich were ruled over by a 
sultan. 


The Chinese pirates also caused the 


Spanish 
considerable trouble. They 


swooped down and captured or destroy- 
ed the small towns along the coast un- 
til it was found necessary to build 
watch towers and forts to prevent the 
Mongolians from landing. 
The first 


Chinese pirate to attack the coast was 
Li-Ma-Hong. In 1594, with a fleet of 62 
warships or armed juriks, he started 
for the Philippines. He sacked the vil- 
lages along the coast and captured 
many Spanish ships before he met de- 
feat in Manila bay. In 1662 Koxinga, a 
famous Chinese pirate king, threatened 
to invade Manila, The Spanish officials 
got wind of his coming and prepared to I 
give him a warm reception. They also ! 
prevented him from finding any allies j 
among the Chinese population by at- j 
tacking and killing more than 40,000 of 
the latter. 


The sultans of Sulu have given Spain 


trouble from time to time, and it was 
not until the early sixties of the present I 
century that the sultan's power was' 
broken. This in a great measure was i 
done by Great Britain, who was in the j 
van of a movement to clean ont piracy I 


done elsewhere. She was ably seconded 
by the other powers. 


As early as 1595 the sultan of Sulu I 


became a thorn in the side of the Span- 
iards. He held sway over a large part 
of northern Borneo, nearly all of Min- 
danao, the islands of Palanan, the 
Panguitarang, Tawi Tawi and the Ba- 
silan groups. His subjects in Sulu num- 
bered about 200,000, while in his vas?al 
lands there were more than 1,000,000 
who obeyed his commands and paid 
him tribute. He levied tribute on the 
Europeans as well as th,e natives and 
was a terror to commerce even on the 
China coast. His powerful fleet of fast 
vessels infested all the waters of the 
archipelago, and many foreign ships 
became his prey. 


The vessels then used by the pirates 


and even now employed by those who 
remain are of a peculiar type and well 
adapted for the purpose for which they 
are intended. They are long and nar- 
row and sharp at both ends. 
They 


carry abo«. 40 persons comfortably. 
They are called bancas, and the natives 
handle them wonderfully well. 
The 


proas are larger vessels, with covered 
decks. The sides are protected from 
small shot by a sheathing of a very 
hard wood that is found in the forests. 
They carry a tremendous sail, which is 
usually made of palm leaves. The na- 
tives have a trick of handling their 
boats by which they can sail them 
backward as easily as forward. An 
outrigger almost as long as the vessel 
is made fast to the side and prevents 
it from capsizing. Thus equipped the 


i sailors take their vessels out in the 
| teeth of a storm without the slightest 
fear. 


It was with this class of craft that 


the sultan of Sulu worried the mer- 
chantmen who ventured near the coast 
of his domain, and as late as 1820 he 
threatened Manila with a fleet. His 
| downfall was foreshadowed when steam 
was introduced as a means of propul- 
sion in that section of the world. Both 
England and Spain jeined in sending a 
fleet of light draft gunboats Into these 
waters, and a great change was made. 


1 About 1861 the pirates .were nearly 
1 cleaned out. England sent her 
first 


steam fleet to the Philippines as early 
as 1828 to 1830. In 1851 the Balabac pi- 


, rates sent a squadron to the walls of 
1 Manila, but it was beaten off and early 
in the sixties complaints concerning the 
depredations 
of 
pirates 
practically 


ceased. It was the delight of the latter 
day pirates to worry the Spaniards and 
, Portuguese. They 
seldom interfered 


\\ith either the English or Americans 
and would never attack them except 
when in overwhelming force. 


! Many of the pirate crews were com- 
posed in part of Spanish and Portu- 
guese renegades. They were well or- 
ganized, and their vessels were fitted 
with armament taken from prizes. The 
flagship of the sultan of Sulu carried 
several 6 pounder guns. Many of the 
vessels used by him were stolen, and 
among them were a number of fast 
American trad ng schooners. The spoils 
were divided between the officers and 
men of the crew according to their rat- 
ings, and they in turn had to pay trib- 
ute not only to the sultan of Sulu. but 
the subsultans of Palanan, Pampango 
anci southern Mindanao. 


j 
The Mindanao pirates were by far the 


most troublesome. They were re-en- 
forced by the Malays, Chinese, Euro- 
pean renegades and Spanish and Portu- 
guese half breeds. Tney became famous 


! for the part they took in the work 
along the coast of the Philippines and 


, other islands. When the British Asi- 
atic squadron started in to extermi- 
nate the pirates, they were to be found 
everywhere, and v hen they completed 
their work they had destroyed more 
than 1,000 vessels that had flown ihe 


( black flag and killed more than 30,000 


i of the men who had manned the ships. 


I 
Canton records state concerning the 


Mindanao pirates that they got consid- 
erable ammunition and a number of 
guns m trade with the Chinese. They 
purchased some of the vessels and oth- 
er material with which to carry on 


, their business from the Chinese, pay- 


( ing' for them in gold, of which they 


> seemeU to have large quantities. It is 


i known that the gold mines of M ndanao 


were worked and guarded by 
the 


pirates. The Moros, who still inhabit 
the islands, make their own coin. This 
is done by filling quills with coarse gold 
dust, and some of the quills weigh from 
:\vo to three ounces. 


The Moros are not a pure race. They 


were originally supposed to have come 
from the surrounding islands and to 
have mixed with the native tribes and 
the captives. They present a peculiar 
appearance, for in no two of the tribes 
in which the Moros are to be found do 
the people look alike. All shades and

CITY BUYS LAND 


To Preserve Purity of Broad 


Brook Water Supply. 


LIVELY DEBATE IN THE COUNCIL 


In Which Some Very Uncomplimentary 


Insinuations Are Mare. 
Called 


a "Bunco" Game. Measure 


Finally Carried. 


ENDANGERS THE HEART. 


Alum Found to 
Be a Predisposing 


Cause of Diseases of That Organ. 


Recent developments indicate that 


Strong measures will have to be taken 
to supress the free sale and use of 
alum baking powders if the health of 
the people is a. matter of legislative 
moment.

Several items of most important city 


business were acted upon with a very 
lively and some times sensational de- 
bate at the meeting of the council last 
evening. The net results of the meet- 
ing were the passing of an appropria- 
tion of $4500 to buy land on the Broad 
brook water shed to prevent contami- 
nation to the city's water supply; the 
decision to establish a reserve police 
force at an expense not to exceed $912 
a year; an appropriation of ?2000 to 
build a city barn and shed on the 
pumping station lot on Ashland street; 
the authorizing of the 
mayor 
and 


treasurer to borrow .1160,000 in antici- 
pation of taxes; and the unanimous 
re-election of Austin Bond as city au- 
ditor. 
'These results, however, were reached 


only alter long and heated discussion, 
the great debate of the meeting coming 
on the recommendation of the finance 
committee that the city buy property 
at the Broad brook water shed. On 
this question the council wae badly 
divided at the start, Councilman Ama- 
don starting the opposition, and leading 
it consistently until at the end he voted 
an emphatic "no." He was assisted 
by Councilman Ladam, who made his 
maiden speech 
on the 
matter, and 


argued in favor of a postponement, 
and Councilman "Whitney, who had 
several questions to ask 
before he 


would approve the measure. Council- 
man McDonald also had some ques- 
tions and opinions on the matter be- 
fore he was satisfied. 
A number of 


members, led by Councilmen Whitaker 
and Perry, debated in favor of the 
measure. 


Mr. Ladam's motion to lay it on the 


table was finally lost by a good sized 
majority, and on the final vote to pass 
there were only two negative votes, 
cast by Councilmen Amadon and La- 
dam. 


The only feature of the discussion, 


which was very heated at times, over 
which regret was expressed afterwards, 
wag what seemed like an attempt on 
the part of Councilman Amadon to 
show that Councilman Perry had been 
responsible for what 
he 
called 
a 


"bunco game" on the city, but for 
which he failed to furnish any proof, 
although repeatedly called upon to.do 
so by other members. 


Financially the meeting was an im- 


portant one, as appropriations to the 
amount of $6500 were passed, with an- 
other measure that carries the possi- 
bility of an expenditure of $912.

Then came the Broad brook matter, 


which occupied the next hour.

that it was not done. It was now 
wanted to buy so much of the land 
owned by Caaedy & Carpenter 
as 


formed the water shed, to remove the 
mill they had built there, and to re- 
move the possibility of a settlement of 
laborers which might affect the health 
of the city through the drainage. The 
price was smaller years ago, he said, 
but in view of the improvements that 
had been made on it and the present 
conditions the price now asked was not 
considered exorbitant. 


Mr. AniBtlon Object*/ 


Mr. Amadon instantly arose and 


made the first speech of the opposi- 
tion. 
He said 
that 
although 
he 


did 
not 
agree 
with

marks of the chairman of the finance 
committee, still it was very short no- 
tice on which to speak. He consid- 
ered it his duty as a councilman to 
protest, since he couldn't see the na- 
ture of the threatened pollution. He 
said the land recently purchased was 
the site of the old Haskins mill, and 
immediately added as a precautionary 
measure, "Am I right so far? I think 
I am." 


Then he went on. Mr. Canedy is a 


practical lumberman, and appreciates 
the practical advantages of having his 
mill where It now is, -on the old Ben- 
m'ngton road, and some distance back 
from the stream, instead of where it 
was first planned to put It on the site of 
the old mill. 


"The idea of pollution from the mill 


where it is now located was gotten up 
for the purpose of putting a little more 
money in 
Canedy and 
Carpenter's 


pockets, I believe. The price they paid 
ffcr the land to the Ames estate did 
not exceed $3000 It will be a very nice 
thing for Canedy and Carpenter. 


"I believe that I 
know as much 


about Broad brook as any man in 
North Adams. I don't believe that all 
the sflw dust that can be turned Into 
the brook will be enough to be seen 
at the dam below. The leaves that fall 
;nto the stream every fail are more 
dangerous than all the saw dust that 
can-be turned In there. They say the 
flavor of pine trees makes the water 
of the New Hampshire hills conducive 
to health. I don't think a little spruce 
saw dust will hurt us. 


"I protest against the measurs, and 


shall vote against it." 


No, It WannH Saw<li:*t, 


Mr. Perry rose to answer the saw 


dust argument, and said 
that 
he 


thought he was the man who perhaps 
knew next most about Broad brook. 
He thought 
that 
the first spca-.er ] 


should know the real reasons £01- tne j 
proposed meaure, and the real sources j 
of 
possible 
pollution. 
He was not 


afraid of a little eaw dust, but the 
danger was from the settlement of a 
large gang of men on the water shed, 
keeping a number of horses, and with 
the habits of personal life which are 
natural to such a crowd of men in the 
woods. The idea, was to secure all the 
property on the water shed where it 
wag possible to locate such a •ettle- 
m«nt, and to h*v» the Arm In quei- 
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tlon agree not to locate in any loca- 
tion where contamination could possi- 
bly result. Mr. Perry talked with the 
knowledge gained from having1 been 
the local agent for the Ames estate 
until the property was sold. 


Who l/»e the Water) 


Mr. Amadon jumped to his feet again 


but Mr. Rice was ahead of him, and 
got the floor. Mr. Rice had investigat- 
ed the proportion of the city that used 
water from the Broad brook system. 
The number included about 60 per cent, 
of the population of the city.

58 per cent, of the children in the pub- 
lic schools of the city come from that 
part of the city that Us supplied with 
this water. 


A. Bunco Game. 


Mr. Amadon wanted to know If we 


had got to buy the whole of Bennlng- 
ton county in order to preserve oui 
water supply pure. He thought the 
citizens would have hesitated to ratify 
the original

they had 


thouht it meant so much more in the 
buying line later. What is to hinder 
the ma.n owning the land next to that 
in question from pretending to build a 
mill near tho water supply -and so force 
the city to buy his property at high 
prices. 


"I don't look at this thing as my 


colleagues do. I think there is some- 
thing behind it that hasn't been shown 
up. I think it Is a bunco game." 


This charge brought Mr. Perry to his 


feet with a rush. "If any member of 
this council thinks that he should show 
up his reasons. It is an accusation no 
man should bring unless he knows of 
what he speaks." 


Mr. Amadon—"I 
will qualify my 


statement In that regard." 


Sir, LacUin W»nt» to Walt. 


Mr.Ladam here made his first remarks 
as a member of the council. He said 
that in his opinion there wasn't lumber 
enough in the region under discussion 
to last two months. He thought there 
was no danger, and moved that the 
report be laid over for further inves- 
tigation. 


Mr. Bracewell said that anything 


that affected the health of the city 
must be protected. "Let us have the 
facts on the matter but delays are 
dangerous. 
The property could have 


been bought once for leas than now. 
But the conditions are here, and must 
be met as they are. It is our place to 
do our duty now. If there Is anything 
back of this proposition let it come 
out now." 


A Hew Tlew of It. 


Mr. Sykes said, "I was on the pru- 


dential committee some years ago. The 
point was made then that we weren't 
buying land enough at the sources of 
the water supply. We didn't dare to, 
as one speaker hae said. It seemed 
then as though we were buying so 
much land that we didn't see the need 
of more althc-ugh some did. We lacked 
men of courage. 


"But throw aside the question of 


pollution. That land is worth what 
is asked fc-r it to the city merely as a 
water shed. One gentleman has said 
there is not lumber enough there to 
keep the mill busy. If there isn't we 
want it there. To preserve the water 
supply we need forest at the source." 


Question* Wanted. 


Mr. McDonald was all at sea on the 


matter he said. 
Last summer there 


were stories of the purchase of the 
land, and now the next thing heard 
of it was this ordei; in the council. He 
was not entirely satisfied 
Would it 


not be possible for others to do the 
same and compel the city to buy land? 


Said Mr. Perry, "If there is any 


trouble, if there is any ignorance on 
the matter, if anybody wants to know 
anything- about it,-let them know it 
here and now. 
I may be able to 


answer—•" 


President 
Wilkinson 
interrupted, 


"Will Mr. Perry answer the question 
of Mr. Amadon in regard to the pos- 
sibility of others compelling the city 
to buy land in the same way?" 


Mr. Perry continued, "First I want 


to answer Mr. Ladam's statement as 
to the amount of lumber in the re- 
gion. There was enough to warrant 
the building of a mill, and the signing 
of many contracts. 
Other land has 


been bought by the same parties as 
feeders for the mill. 


"Now 
as to Mr. Amadon's question. 


There are two or three lots of 50 or 
75 acres which might be used in this 
way, but on them all the lumber Is 
cut off, so that all danger from them 
is removed. 


"As to the charges of any 'schemes' 


or 'bunco' in it, the options that have 
ben secured on the land in the inter- 
ests of the city were taken under the 
best possible conditions. If there are 
any suspicions, state them here." 


The Invitation Accepted. 


Then followed a passage a,t arms 


which caused the council to hold Its 
breath for a moment. 


Mr. Amadon—"I have a question for 


the gentleman, If he wants one. Who 
conveyed the property to Canedy and 
Carpenter?" 


Mr. Perry—"The Ames estate of Bos- 


ton." 


Mr. Amadon—"Who was the agent 


for the Ames estate?" 


Mr. Perry—"I have been acting as 


agent for the Ames estate of Boston." 


Mr. Amadon—"In substance the hon- 


orable gentleman has admitted that 
he conveyed the property in question." 


Mr. Whitaker—"What was wrong 


about that?" 


Mr. Amadon—"Nothing." 


Wbf Act at Once. 


There there was a short calm, dur- 


ing which Mr. McDonald asked if there 
was any reason why the option that 
has ben secured would not hold until 
the next meeting of the council. 


Mr. Perry replied tba.t the only thing 


was that the option had been personally 
assumed by a number of gentlemen 
who were responsible for it. They had 
acted as they did because they were 
oonfldent that the council would see 
the wisdom of the action. 


Mr. Sykes said that transactions of 


this kind required a certain amount of 
secrecy for the best terms. If the ne- 
gotiations in regard to the Notch prop- 
erty had not been made known better 
terms could undoubtedly have been se- 
cured.

Mr. Perry continued, "There seems 


to be an inclination to draw me Into 
this matter in a manner not entirely 
creditable. I had something to do with 
the final settling of the transfer, but 
nothing to uo with it at first. Canetfy 
and Carpenter had no thought of lo- 
-ating on the old mill site at that time. 
They did not expect to get anything 
from the city." 


Mr, Ladam started to repeat his for- 


mer statement when Mr. Perry In- 
luired "Has Mr. Ladam been all over 
the property?" 


"Oh, 
I haven't been all "over the state 


of Vermont, but I know there is not 
enough lumber on the region to make 
any danger from a mill theie." 


Mr. Whitney said he didn't know 


enough on the question to vote yet. 
Why was the matter allowed to lie 
over from last summer till now? 


Mr. Cutting replied that the matter 


was talked over but was not brought 
formally to the proper parties until 
certain men with more foresight than 
others brought it up in November. The 
implications against Mr. Perry were 
most unjust 
He was called into the 


matter by other interested parties on 
account of his acquaintance with the 
property. 
He did not think Canedy 


and Carpenter meant any bunco game 
and it was unjust to throw out in- 
sinuations against any body of men 
who got together without advantage to 
themselves to act for the interest oi 
the city. 


Mr. Bracewell said the question of 


the amount of lumber there would be 
shown by the contracts that had been 
made. 


Mr. Whitaker answered Mr. Whit- 


ney's question as to why the matter 
was put over last year until now. The 
matter as it now stands did not come 
up until December. It was not thought 
best then to bring up the matter for 
so large an appropriation until the new 
council had been organized. 


Mr. Hastings said that the men who 


were selling- the land were out of the 
question. Ths auestion was one of 
pollution and we must settle iL Si^ce 
the land was first offered for $2000, 
improvements had been made on the 
land and a mill built so that the profit 
to the sellers now would not be so 
much as then. 


The Final Vote. 


The question of laying the matter or 


the table was then put and lest by i 
good sized majority. The report of the 
finance committee waa unanimously 
adopted. The question ot passing the 
order resulted in 18 votes for it and 
two against it, these being csst by 
Councilmen Amadon and Ladam.

The rest of the evening was com- 


paratively simple. The committee on 
police recommended the adoption of a 
reserve force of five men, -whose pay 
snould be $2.50 a day for the actual 
time of service, with -a limit of $912 
that may be spent for the reserve force 
during the year. This was passed with- 
out debate.

The finance commute recommended 


the building of a city barr as sug- 
gested by the mayor, on the Ashland 
street property. 


Mr. Bracewell here rose to ask how 


it was advisable to put a stable next

ENDANGERS THE HEART. 


Alum Found to 
Be a Predisposing 


Cause of Diseases of That Organ. 


Recent developments indicate that 


Strong measures will have to be taken 
to supress the free sale and use of 
alum baking powders if the health of 
the people is a. matter of legislative 
moment. 


These powders are now sold decep- 


tively nearly everywhere as cream of 
tartar powders, and if the sale Is per- 
mitted to continue the results will be 
most serious. 


It is a healthful sign that many 


States are limiting by law the sale of 
Ihe alum baking powder. Very soon it 
will be prohibited in all states, or 
treated as a poison as it should be. 


Besides the other evil influences, It 


has been discovered, the use of baking 
powders made from burnt alum coagn- 
latss the blood very rapidly, which in- 
terferes with its free flow through 
the arteries and valves of the heart 


Many people are suffering from some 


form of heart disease who have no 
idea of the cause of it. 


Any disturbance of the digestive or- 


gans affects the heart's action, and 
therefore every food which interferes 
with digestion Is responsible 
where 


there are troubles of this character. 


Formerly alum was used as a specific 


for children's croup, but owing to its 
tendency from the causes named to 
produce heart failure, physicians no 
tenger en.ploy it 


In face of such facts and in view of 


the overwhelming testimony of scien- 
Ists as to the poisonous character of 
this drug when used for food purposes, 
can there be any excuse for the ig- 
norance or unconcern which permits 
any one to take from the grocer a I 
package of alum baking powder, simp- 
ly for the sake of saving -a few cents 
In price?

b anded as such, nor their aale pro- 
hibitc-d by law, it Is better to avoid the 
use of any new or doubtful bakfag 
potvder until It has been analyzed.

Several items of most important city 


business were acted upon with a very 
lively and some times sensational de- 
bate at the meeting of the council last 
evening. The net results of the meet- 
ing were the passing of an appropria- 
tion of $4500 to buy land on the Broad 
brook water shed to prevent contami- 
nation to the city's water supply; the 
decision to establish a reserve police 
force at an expense not to exceed $912 
a year; an appropriation of ?2000 to 
build a city barn and shed on the 
pumping station lot on Ashland street; 
the authorizing of the 
mayor 
and 


treasurer to borrow .1160,000 in antici- 
pation of taxes; and the unanimous 
re-election of Austin Bond as city au- 
ditor. 
'These results, however, were reached 


only alter long and heated discussion, 
the great debate of the meeting coming 
on the recommendation of the finance 
committee that the city buy property 
at the Broad brook water shed. On 
this question the council wae badly 
divided at the start, Councilman Ama- 
don starting the opposition, and leading 
it consistently until at the end he voted 
an emphatic "no." He was assisted 
by Councilman Ladam, who made his 
maiden speech 
on the 
matter, and 


argued in favor of a postponement, 
and Councilman "Whitney, who had 
several questions to ask 
before he 


would approve the measure. Council- 
man McDonald also had some ques- 
tions and opinions on the matter be- 
fore he was satisfied. 
A number of 


members, led by Councilmen Whitaker 
and Perry, debated in favor of the 
measure. 


Mr. Ladam's motion to lay it on the 


table was finally lost by a good sized 
majority, and on the final vote to pass 
there were only two negative votes, 
cast by Councilmen Amadon and La- 
dam. 


The only feature of the discussion, 


which was very heated at times, over 
which regret was expressed afterwards, 
wag what seemed like an attempt on 
the part of Councilman Amadon to 
show that Councilman Perry had been 
responsible for what 
he 
called 
a 


"bunco game" on the city, but for 
which he failed to furnish any proof, 
although repeatedly called upon to.do 
so by other members. 


Financially the meeting was an im- 


portant one, as appropriations to the 
amount of $6500 were passed, with an- 
other measure that carries the possi- 
bility of an expenditure of $912. 


Tax Anticipation.

ness was the recommendation of the 
finance committee that the council pass 
an order authorizing the mayor and 
treasurer to borrow sums not exceed- 
ing .$130,000 at the lowest possible rate 
of interest in anticipation of taxes. This 
was carried. 


The Broad Broob lUa'ler. 


Then came the Broad brook matter, 


which occupied the next hour. 
The 


recommendation of Mayor Cady was 
read, and the finance committee re- 
ported favorably on the matter.

land at the headwaters of Broad | 
brook, recognizing it as of the utmost 
importance to the city's health. 
In 


making the report Mr. Whitaker said 
that years ago the matter of buying 
this land was discussed by the pru- 
dential committee of the old fire dis- 
trict, and that he had urged it, but 
that it was not done. It was now 
wanted to buy so much of the land 
owned by Caaedy & Carpenter 
as 


formed the water shed, to remove the 
mill they had built there, and to re- 
move the possibility of a settlement of 
laborers which might affect the health 
of the city through the drainage. The 
price was smaller years ago, he said, 
but in view of the improvements that 
had been made on it and the present 
conditions the price now asked was not 
considered exorbitant. 


Mr. AniBtlon Object*/ 


Mr. Amadon instantly arose and 


made the first speech of the opposi- 
tion. 
He said 
that 
although 
he 


did 
not 
agree 
with 
the 
re- 


marks of the chairman of the finance 
committee, still it was very short no- 
tice on which to speak. He consid- 
ered it his duty as a councilman to 
protest, since he couldn't see the na- 
ture of the threatened pollution. He 
said the land recently purchased was 
the site of the old Haskins mill, and 
immediately added as a precautionary 
measure, "Am I right so far? I think 
I am." 


Then he went on. Mr. Canedy is a 


practical lumberman, and appreciates 
the practical advantages of having his 
mill where It now is, -on the old Ben- 
m'ngton road, and some distance back 
from the stream, instead of where it 
was first planned to put It on the site of 
the old mill. 


"The idea of pollution from the mill 


where it is now located was gotten up 
for the purpose of putting a little more 
money in 
Canedy and 
Carpenter's 


pockets, I believe. The price they paid 
ffcr the land to the Ames estate did 
not exceed $3000 It will be a very nice 
thing for Canedy and Carpenter. 


"I believe that I 
know as much 


about Broad brook as any man in 
North Adams. I don't believe that all 
the sflw dust that can be turned Into 
the brook will be enough to be seen 
at the dam below. The leaves that fall 
;nto the stream every fail are more 
dangerous than all the saw dust that 
can-be turned In there. They say the 
flavor of pine trees makes the water 
of the New Hampshire hills conducive 
to health. I don't think a little spruce 
saw dust will hurt us. 


"I protest against the measurs, and 


shall vote against it." 


No, It WannH Saw<li:*t, 


Mr. Perry rose to answer the saw 


dust argument, and said 
that 
he 


thought he was the man who perhaps 
knew next most about Broad brook. 
He thought 
that 
the first spca-.er ] 


should know the real reasons £01- tne j 
proposed meaure, and the real sources j 
of 
possible 
pollution. 
He was not 


afraid of a little eaw dust, but the 
danger was from the settlement of a 
large gang of men on the water shed, 
keeping a number of horses, and with 
the habits of personal life which are 
natural to such a crowd of men in the 
woods. The idea, was to secure all the 
property on the water shed where it 
wag possible to locate such a •ettle- 
m«nt, and to h*v» the Arm In quei- 
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tlon agree not to locate in any loca- 
tion where contamination could possi- 
bly result. Mr. Perry talked with the 
knowledge gained from having1 been 
the local agent for the Ames estate 
until the property was sold. 


Who l/»e the Water) 


Mr. Amadon jumped to his feet again 


but Mr. Rice was ahead of him, and 
got the floor. Mr. Rice had investigat- 
ed the proportion of the city that used 
water from the Broad brook system. 
The number included about 60 per cent, 
of the population of the city. 
Fully 


58 per cent, of the children in the pub- 
lic schools of the city come from that 
part of the city that Us supplied with 
this water. 


A. Bunco Game. 


Mr. Amadon wanted to know If we 


had got to buy the whole of Bennlng- 
ton county in order to preserve oui 
water supply pure. He thought the 
citizens would have hesitated to ratify 
the original 
purchase 
if 
they had 


thouht it meant so much more in the 
buying line later. What is to hinder 
the ma.n owning the land next to that 
in question from pretending to build a 
mill near tho water supply -and so force 
the city to buy his property at high 
prices. 


"I don't look at this thing as my 


colleagues do. I think there is some- 
thing behind it that hasn't been shown 
up. I think it Is a bunco game." 


This charge brought Mr. Perry to his 


feet with a rush. "If any member of 
this council thinks that he should show 
up his reasons. It is an accusation no 
man should bring unless he knows of 
what he speaks." 


Mr. Amadon—"I 
will qualify my 


statement In that regard." 


Sir, LacUin W»nt» to Walt. 


Mr.Ladam here made his first remarks 
as a member of the council. He said 
that in his opinion there wasn't lumber 
enough in the region under discussion 
to last two months. He thought there 
was no danger, and moved that the 
report be laid over for further inves- 
tigation. 


Mr. Bracewell said that anything 


that affected the health of the city 
must be protected. "Let us have the 
facts on the matter but delays are 
dangerous. 
The property could have 


been bought once for leas than now. 
But the conditions are here, and must 
be met as they are. It is our place to 
do our duty now. If there Is anything 
back of this proposition let it come 
out now." 


A Hew Tlew of It. 


Mr. Sykes said, "I was on the pru- 


dential committee some years ago. The 
point was made then that we weren't 
buying land enough at the sources of 
the water supply. We didn't dare to, 
as one speaker hae said. It seemed 
then as though we were buying so 
much land that we didn't see the need 
of more althc-ugh some did. We lacked 
men of courage. 


"But throw aside the question of 


pollution. That land is worth what 
is asked fc-r it to the city merely as a 
water shed. One gentleman has said 
there is not lumber enough there to 
keep the mill busy. If there isn't we 
want it there. To preserve the water 
supply we need forest at the source." 


Question* Wanted. 


Mr. McDonald was all at sea on the 


matter he said. 
Last summer there 


were stories of the purchase of the 
land, and now the next thing heard 
of it was this ordei; in the council. He 
was not entirely satisfied 
Would it 


not be possible for others to do the 
same and compel the city to buy land? 


Said Mr. Perry, "If there is any 


trouble, if there is any ignorance on 
the matter, if anybody wants to know 
anything- about it,-let them know it 
here and now. 
I may be able to 


answer—•" 


President 
Wilkinson 
interrupted, 


"Will Mr. Perry answer the question 
of Mr. Amadon in regard to the pos- 
sibility of others compelling the city 
to buy land in the same way?" 


Mr. Perry continued, "First I want 


to answer Mr. Ladam's statement as 
to the amount of lumber in the re- 
gion. There was enough to warrant 
the building of a mill, and the signing 
of many contracts. 
Other land has 


been bought by the same parties as 
feeders for the mill. 


"Now 
as to Mr. Amadon's question. 


There are two or three lots of 50 or 
75 acres which might be used in this 
way, but on them all the lumber Is 
cut off, so that all danger from them 
is removed. 


"As to the charges of any 'schemes' 


or 'bunco' in it, the options that have 
ben secured on the land in the inter- 
ests of the city were taken under the 
best possible conditions. If there are 
any suspicions, state them here." 


The Invitation Accepted. 


Then followed a passage a,t arms 


which caused the council to hold Its 
breath for a moment. 


Mr. Amadon—"I have a question for 


the gentleman, If he wants one. Who 
conveyed the property to Canedy and 
Carpenter?" 


Mr. Perry—"The Ames estate of Bos- 


ton." 


Mr. Amadon—"Who was the agent 


for the Ames estate?" 


Mr. Perry—"I have been acting as 


agent for the Ames estate of Boston." 


Mr. Amadon—"In substance the hon- 


orable gentleman has admitted that 
he conveyed the property in question." 


Mr. Whitaker—"What was wrong 


about that?" 


Mr. Amadon—"Nothing." 


Wbf Act at Once. 


There there was a short calm, dur- 


ing which Mr. McDonald asked if there 
was any reason why the option that 
has ben secured would not hold until 
the next meeting of the council. 


Mr. Perry replied tba.t the only thing 


was that the option had been personally 
assumed by a number of gentlemen 
who were responsible for it. They had 
acted as they did because they were 
oonfldent that the council would see 
the wisdom of the action. 


Mr. Sykes said that transactions of 


this kind required a certain amount of 
secrecy for the best terms. If the ne- 
gotiations in regard to the Notch prop- 
erty had not been made known better 
terms could undoubtedly have been se- 
cured. So here the option was secured 
quietly, believing in the good sense of 
the city, so that it might not be made 
known first and the price raised. The 
citizens who did it took the option to 
save the city money. 


Why Did They \vnlt MO tonar? 


Mr. Whitney wanted to know why 


the matter was allowed to go so long 
when the purchase of the property was 
known last summer. 


Mr. Bracewell said he was one who 


wanted It brought up as sooji as pos- 
sible, but that he felt after hearing 
the full statement of the case that a 
better trade could be made by holding 
it off for a time from publicity, 


Vermont TK. ni»«<achn»en«. 


Mr. Amadon bad another point to 


make. After a mild request to Presi- 
dent Wilkinson to caJI him to time if 
he was occupying too much atten- 
tion, he said, "We were there on the 
ground first, before Canedy and Car- 
penter. Now if they contaminate the 
water supply they can be prosecuted I 
under the laws of Vermont and Mruwa- 
chusctts. 
I can't see the Justice of I 


buying oR a second coiner/."

Mr. Perry replied that It waa an un- 


"ortunate circumstance that the land 
was In the state of Vermont.lt is a ques- 
tion as to what a Massachusetts city 
can do to prevent It in the state of 
Vermont. The state board of health 
did not feel sure of our right. 


Pernonaltle* Arm n. 


Mr. Perry continued, "There seems 


to be an inclination to draw me Into 
this matter in a manner not entirely 
creditable. I had something to do with 
the final settling of the transfer, but 
nothing to uo with it at first. Canetfy 
and Carpenter had no thought of lo- 
-ating on the old mill site at that time. 
They did not expect to get anything 
from the city." 


Mr, Ladam started to repeat his for- 


mer statement when Mr. Perry In- 
luired "Has Mr. Ladam been all over 
the property?" 


"Oh, 
I haven't been all "over the state 


of Vermont, but I know there is not 
enough lumber on the region to make 
any danger from a mill theie." 


Mr. Whitney said he didn't know 


enough on the question to vote yet. 
Why was the matter allowed to lie 
over from last summer till now? 


Mr. Cutting replied that the matter 


was talked over but was not brought 
formally to the proper parties until 
certain men with more foresight than 
others brought it up in November. The 
implications against Mr. Perry were 
most unjust 
He was called into the 


matter by other interested parties on 
account of his acquaintance with the 
property. 
He did not think Canedy 


and Carpenter meant any bunco game 
and it was unjust to throw out in- 
sinuations against any body of men 
who got together without advantage to 
themselves to act for the interest oi 
the city. 


Mr. Bracewell said the question of 


the amount of lumber there would be 
shown by the contracts that had been 
made. 


Mr. Whitaker answered Mr. Whit- 


ney's question as to why the matter 
was put over last year until now. The 
matter as it now stands did not come 
up until December. It was not thought 
best then to bring up the matter for 
so large an appropriation until the new 
council had been organized. 


Mr. Hastings said that the men who 


were selling- the land were out of the 
question. Ths auestion was one of 
pollution and we must settle iL Si^ce 
the land was first offered for $2000, 
improvements had been made on the 
land and a mill built so that the profit 
to the sellers now would not be so 
much as then. 


The Final Vote. 


The question of laying the matter or 


the table was then put and lest by i 
good sized majority. The report of the 
finance committee waa unanimously 
adopted. The question ot passing the 
order resulted in 18 votes for it and 
two against it, these being csst by 
Councilmen Amadon and Ladam. 


He»erve Police Force. 


The rest of the evening was com- 


paratively simple. The committee on 
police recommended the adoption of a 
reserve force of five men, -whose pay 
snould be $2.50 a day for the actual 
time of service, with -a limit of $912 
that may be spent for the reserve force 
during the year. This was passed with- 
out debate. 


T:ie City Barn. 


The finance commute recommended 


the building of a city barr as sug- 
gested by the mayor, on the Ashland 
street property. 


Mr. Bracewell here rose to ask how 


it was advisable to put a stable next 
to a pumping station which might have 
to be used at some time, when there 
had just been such a discussion on 
stables near the headwater of 
the 


Broad 
bivok 
system. 
Everybody 


laughed at the patness of the sugges- 
tion, and the querry was answered by 
Mr. Whitaker. He said that while the 
springs in the swamp were known to 
be lowered by the pumping at the sta- 
tion, still the surface water had no 
effect on the water that was pumped, 
since the well goes down 600 feet into 
solid rock. By the time the water gets 
down to that depth it is perfectly puri- 
fied. 


Mr. Amadon endorsed the plan em- 


phatically. 


It was unanimously passed. 
Mr. Amadon also made the sugges- 


tion that the city had a piece of prop- 
erty that was not in use, and advised 
that the 
bridge which was 
idle on 


Brooklyn street, be used somewhere. 


;TIr. Bond He-elected. 


The last item of business was the 


unanimous choice of Austin Bond for 
city auditor. 
After this the meeting 


adjourned, 
President Wilkinson 
in- 


sisting on order until the final vote 
was taken.

Action was taken by Representative 


Lawrence Friday in regard to the post- 
office at Pittsfield. 
He recommended 


to the postmaster-general the appoint- 
ment of John G. Orr as postmaster. 
Mr. Orr was postmaster under the Har- 
rison administration and was endorsed 
for re-appointment by a petition signed 
by more than 1000 patrons of the office. 
Among the signers were ex-Senator 
Dawes, Judge Tucker, Judge Slocum, 
County Treasurer Tucker, County Clerk 
Cande, Senator Whittlesey, Represen- 
tatives Turtle and Toiman, ex-Repre- 
sentative Stevenson, Register of Deeds 
Pitt, ex-County Clerk Taft, the chair- 
man, secretary and a majority of the 
members of the republican city com- 
mittee, and a large number of the busi- 
ness men o-f Pittsfield. 


Edgar T. Lawrence also had a strong 


indorsement for the position, but Rep- 
resentative Lawrence, after personal 
investigation and consideration of the 
petitions and letters received, became 
satisfied that Mr. Orr was the choice 
of a majority of the patrons of the 
office. 
His record as postmaster dur- 


ing his previous term weighed strongly 
in his favor in view of the general de- 
sire that he be again appointed. Henry 
W. Sykes also had an excellent en- 
dorsement, although his petition was 
not so numerously signed as that of 
either of the other candidates. Repre- 
sentative Lawrence felt some embar- 
rassment in .choosing between three 
candidates of such strength, but felt 
that under the circumstances he ought 
to give the preference to the one hav- 
ing the strongest backing.
